When it comes to your home office telephone, callers should never 
hear a busy signal. Use Call Answer to take messages while on the 
phone. If you are afraid of missing an important call while on the 
phone, try Visual Call Waiting, It lets you see, on your phone's LCD 
display, the name and number of the caller.
